S. Bernheim and P. Rousseau 
have 


written some excellent pages ou this 
eubj*»ct, from which is culled the fol­ 
lowing: 
T he horse, in a wild state, say the 
authors, would 
naturally iu 
former 
times, like any other piece of game, 
t>e coveted by the hunter. 
T he ani­ 
mals reduced to the domestic «state, 
tho idea of eating their fleah would 
he easily adopted. 
f As a matter of fact, intricate re­ 
searches have shown that man as a 
hunter in the quartenary epoch- the 
«tone age of paleolithic period 
was 
Accustr uied to regard horseflesh as his 
(favorite food, 
t Most of the great nations of ant 1- 
«qwity were hippohagous. T he Persians, 
rich and 
poor, fed 
on 
horseflesh. 
Among the Greeks and Homans it was 
©ne of their choicest viands. Ptolemy 
and the Greek geographers gave tho 
.fiarmates the name of Hippohagi. 
> Chinese, 
Manchurians, 
('ossucks 
©nd Kalmucks still hold 
hippophagy 


In honor. 
In China, for in s tu m th e 
people eat all horses without excep­ 
tion.. 
According to Father Duhalde, 
the people become partial to horse­ 
flesh, although the animals may die 
of old age or disease. 
Mungo Park relates that the ne­ 
groes hunted wild horses and were 
fond of their flesh. T he traveler Phil­ 
ips say» that in the kingdom of Guida 
horses were bred as cattle Intended 
to serve as food. 
At the present day horses that are 
slaughtered for consumption are not, 
like oxen and sheep of the butcher, 
animals spec tally reared and fed with 
a view to their use as food, 
if pro­ 
duced tinder such conditions, tin* flesh 
of the horse would be sold at a much 
higher price. T he butcher make* use 
only of horses which are rendered un­ 
fit for draught work, by age, hard 
work, accident or even disease. 
T he 
greatest 
number 
of 
horses 
slaughtered for consumption is sup­ 
plied by agriculture. Cab and omnibus 
horses, which become unfit for work 
in a short time, are sold eompara 
tively young to the horse butcher and 
are consequently much appreciated. 
T he 
leading 
horse butchers have 
agents who travel through the country 
and visit fairs. 
In Paris the horse 
market has become almost exclusive­ 
ly the source of supply for hippophagy. 
T he sex, breed and mode of feeding 
the animals 
modify the quality of 
their flesh. Horse» of a fine breed, fed 
on corn, are more in demand than 
common horses, fed ou ordinary fod­ 
der. 
T he muscular parts are mine 
developed in stallions. 
Geldings and 
mares are generally fatter. 
T he color of the coat also conns into 
account, as white or gray horses have 
the reputation of being often subject 
to a special affection, melanosis. 
But 
age, contrary to what occurs with 
other species of animals, appears lo 
have no influence on the tenderness 
Of the flesh. 
A horse weighing 1,100 pounds Is to­ 
day wort I) from $60 to $70. 
Its value 
has doubled during the last 10 years. 
A lean horse, which, after the bones 
are removed, will yield scarcely 1125 
pounds of flesh, Is still worth $20. 
At pres« nt tin very worst horses will 
fetch at least $20. 
Fifteen years ago 
they were worth only $5. 
A horse weighing 1,100 pound; of 
which the omnibus liors«* i~ a type, 
will g i v e 60 per cent of flesh. A min­ 
imum estimato of the amount recclv 
ed for the flesh atrl hide would give 
146.50. 
T his sum is sufficient to act as an 
inducement not to allow 
the poor 
beast to work UUl 11 it Is completely 
exhausted, when it would be fit only 
to be « tit to the knacker and would 
fetch almost nothing. 
In the retail sale of horseflesh pre­ 
cautions are taken which tend to pre 
vent fraud and confusion. T hese meas­ 
ures providt for tho carriage of horse­ 
flesh from the abattoirs to the it tail 
shops in special vehicles; 
th ■ ft cl 
must not be detached. 
T here are regulations 
concerning 
the sale In special shops indicated by 
a sign in large characters and on the 
duty of restaurant keepers and vend­ 
ors of ffxid products to indicate dearly 
the nature of the products containing 


ere still unknown. 
Evidently there 
ebon Id exist In their f le s h the prin­ 
cipal reslstants of such bacilli. 
T he jxmr law authorities of Paris 
purchase a large quantity of horse­ 
flesh every year. 
I t 
amounted 
to 
50,000k iIngrams in 1904, to 80,000 kil 
ograms in 1906, and U> 90,000 kilo 
grams in 1906. 
Hippophagy has similarly advanced 
with giant stHdea in other plaeew. in 
Berlin the first hippophagy slaughter­ 
houses were established in 1892. It 
w h s 
not long before there were 11 similar 
abattoirs, where about 
3,000 horses 
were slaughtered annually. 
T he con 
fiimption, which continued 
to grow, 
reached the figure of 12,703 in 19<>2 
Jr. J907 nearly 300,000 «olipedi were 
slaughtered in Germany. 
Hippophagy has extended largely ?n 
Belgium, Austria, Holland, Denmark, 
Norway, Russia and Japan. Jn China 
there is a special breed of horse which 
is fattened with a view to lU con­ 
sumption. 
T he countries 
in 
which 
hippophagy has made little progress 
are Spain, Roumuuia, G reece, England 
and Scotland. 
It would be Idle to insist further on 
these statistic« as showing that the 
consumption of horseflesh has become 
almost general and that its incessant 
growth forms a powerful 
argument 
against the errors which are preva 
h nt on the subject of this food. 
T he

Ro ckefeller said he reserved $ 2,o nn,. 
000 annu ally fro m the fu nd to distrib­ 
u te himself, fo r philanthro pies ’.co re 
o r less perso nal. 
‘‘I regard the right to amend o r re­ 
scind the respective charters o f my 
fo u ndatio ns which adheres in Fghda- 
five ho ards which granted them < dar­ 
ters an 
entirely 
su fficient gu aranty 
against abu se o f the Ro ckefeller fo u n­ 
datio n fu nds,” he said. 
Mr. Carnegie testified that o p to 
flu clo se o f 1914 his do natio ns to taled 
$ 324.657,399. 
"The wo rk still go es bravely o n,” 
said the iro nmaster. 
”! am indeed a 
mo st fo rtu nate man and think my self 
in no thing alae so happy as in a so u l 
remembering 
my

After Mr. Carnegie had settled him- 
sclf in the witness chair and prepared 
to read his statement, which lie had 
prepared In advance, he was asked 
what his bu siness was. 


Bu sin ess to Do Go o d. 
"My bu siness,” he replied. “Is to do 
all the go o d In the wo rld that 1 c a n " 
His statement was, in part, as fo l­ 
lo ws: 
"I never bo u ght o r go ld shares o n 
tlir exchange; all my earnings were 
fro m manu factu ring. 
If 1t were nec­ 
essary fo r me to retu rn to that calling 
1 sho u ld no t co nsider the pro blem o f 
labo r as at all difficu lt.” 
Mr. Carnegie said that he had had 
o nly “o ne serio u s disaster with la­ 
bo r ”

was at the time o f the 
rio t at Ho mestead, Pa. 
Mr. Carnegie 
was abro ad at the time and when ho 
heard o f it wanted to retu rn ho me, 
bu t his partners requ ested him no t to 
do so 
“Ro me o f the men a* the wo rks.” 
Mr Carnegie paid, “cabled me 
“Kind 
master, tell u s what y o u want u : to 
do and wo will do it fo r y o u ’.” 
Wages were advanced 30 per cent, 
Mr. Carnegie said, after that incident. 
Labo r and capital, he said, "will 
seme day rank as o ne.”
